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During the period from 20 to 30 June 1951, it was observed that westbound 
shipments passing through the Forst border..cressing point mostly consisted 
ef hard coal and coke sent to Berlin-Treptow, Berlin-Rumelsburg, Falken- 
berg and to the Finkenheerd power station. Individual shipments of flat 
and rod iron were dispatched to Riesa. Eastbound traffic included eight 
trains of tank cars, each train with 120 axles, which were dispatched in 
the direction cf Breslau, The tank cars, which had come from Zeits, were 
lettered L 286, In the shipping papers, it was stated that the consigner 
was DHZ, 33 Voss-Strasse, Berlin, * All other eastbound shipments consisted 
of empty gondola cars, apparently to be used for coal imports and boxcars 
eoning from Switzerland, **
